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On March 13, 1998, Merle Africa died under suspicious circum- 
stances in the Cambridge Springs, Pennsylvania Prison. She 
was one of the nine M.0O.V.E. members imprisoned since 1978 
for the third degree murder of a Philadelphia policeman and 
serving a life sentence. 

In the United States, third degree murder carries a ten-to- 
twenty year penalty, not the thirty-to-one-hundred years 
which the MOVE members received.
